The team thanks all the hams around 
the world that played "cat and mouse" with them over the past two weeks. The provisional total 
number of QSOs stands at 72,200, including some 5513 QSOs plus 88 dupes logged in the 
CQWW SSB Contest. This includes 120 Band Zones and 300 Band Countries. Their entry in 
the CQWW Contest was on two radios only and included operation on 10, 15, 20 and 40 
meters.
